The  polls  will  be  open  from  10:00  A.  M.  to  8:00  P,  M.  ; and  to  meet  in 
the  McCarthy  Junior  High  School  Gymnasium  on  Monday,  the  twenty-fourth 
day  of  April,  1978,  at  7:30  P„  M.  o'clock  in  the  evening,  then  and  there  to 
act  upon  the  following  articles,  viz: 
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ARTICLE  1.  To  hear  reports  of  Town  Officers  and  Committees; 

or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Personnel, 

Wage,  and  Salary  Administration  By-Law  as  follows: 

1.  Under  Section  3,  subtitled  PERSONNEL  BOARD,  delete  the  first 

paragraph  and  substitute  the  following  in  its  place: 

This  plan  shall  be  administered  by  a Personnel  Board,  consisting 
of  three  members,  two  of  whom  shall  be  known  as  Public  Members 
and  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Town  Moderator.  Each  Public  Member 
shall  be  appointed  for  two  years,  one  in  odd  number  years  and  the 
other  in  even  number  years.  Each  term  shall  expire  at  the  end  of 
the  appropriate  fiscal  year.  The  Town  Moderator  shall  fill  the  un- 
expired term  of  either  Public  Member  who  resigns  his  appointment. 

The  third  member,  to  be  known  as  the  Personnel  Member,  shall  be 
elected  by  the  town  employees  who  are  subject  to  this  by-law.  The 
term  of  office  shall  be  for  two  years  and  shall  expire  on  July  1 of 
each  odd  numbered  year.  The  election  of  the  Personnel  Member 
shall  be  secret  and  be  supervised  by  a board  of  three  election 
officers  appointed  by  the  Town  Moderator.  The  election  shall  be 
held  in  June  to  be  effective  on  July  1.  Special  elections  shall  be  held 
to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  the  Personnel  Member  who  resigns  be- 
fore the  term  has  expired. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  each  fiscal  year  at  which  all  Personnell  Board 
Members  are  present,  a chairman  of  the  Personnel  Board  shall  be 
elected  by  a majority  vote. 

2.  Under  Section  12,  subtitled  GRIEVANCE  PROCEDURE,  delete  the 

entire  section  and  substitute  the  following  in  its  place: 

Any  dispute  between  an  employee  and  his  supervisor  shall  first  be 
discussed  with  his  supervisor.  If  a conference  between  the  employee 
and  his  immediate  supervisor  fails  to  clear  up  any  question  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  employee,  he  may  refer  the  matter  in  writing  to 
the  appointing  authority.  If  two  weeks  have  elapsed  since  the  sub- 
mission of  the  matter  in  writing  to  the  appointing  authority  and  the 
dispute  is  still  unresolved,  either  party  may  appeal  to  the  Personnel 
Board.  This  Board  shall  take  the  question  under  advisement,  col- 
lecting such  facts  relating  thereto  as  it  may  deem  helpful,  and  it  may, 
in  its  discretion,  hold  private  or  public  hearings  with  respect  to  such 
question.  Not  later  than  thirty  days  after  receipt  of  written  submission 
of  the  matter  to  it,  the  Personnel  Board  shall  render  its  decision  and 
hereafter  take  promptly  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  and  authorized 
hereunder  relative  to  the  dispute. 
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3.  Under  Section  14,  subtitled  VACATIONS,  delete  from  the  first 
sentence  of  subparagraph  A the  words  "On  July  1st  of  each  year". 

4.  Under  Section  16,  subtitled  SICK  LEAVE,  delete  paragraph  (a)  and 
substitute  in  its  place: 

All  permanent  employees  of  the  Town  regardless  of  their  length  of 
service  will  earn  twelve  (12)  days  sick  leave  per  year.  At  the  end 
of  the  calendar  year,  each  employee  may  carry  over  any  unused 
sick  leave  balance  so  that  120  days  may  be  accrued. 

5.  Under  Section  17,  subtitled  LEAVES  OF  ABSENCE,  add  paragraph 
c.  as  follows: 

All  permanent,  full-time  employees  are  limited  to  three  days  leave 
with  pay  for  personal  reasons.  Personal  reasons  may  include  busi- 
ness, legal,  religious  or  other  matters  not  covered  elsewhere  by  the 
leave  provisions  of  these  by-laws.  Personal  leave  will  be  granted 
for  the  remedy  of  problems  which  cannot  be  conveniently  resolved  at 
times  other  than  during  the  customary  work  day.  Specific  personal 
reasons  need  not  be  given  to  supervisors  but,  except  in  cases  of 
emergency  when  oral  requests  may  be  granted,  requests  for  personal 
leave  should  be  given  in  writing  to  supervisors  at  least  48  hours  prior 
to  the  time  the  leave  is  to  begin.  Unused  personal  days  will  be  added 
to  sick  days  for  accrual  purposes. 

6.  Under  Section  6,  subtitled  CLASSIFICATION  OF  PRESENT  TOWN 

EMPLOYEES,  add  paragraphs  e,  f,  and  g,  as  follows: 

e.  Jobs  shall  be  classified  by  the  Personnel  Board  to  Grade  levels  based 
on  the  extent  of  personnel  and  budgeting  responsibilities  and  necessary 
skills,  training  and  experience  to  perform  the  job  as  compared  to 
other  Town  positions  and  the  provisions  of  Section  10  of  this  by-law. 

f.  The  Wage  and  Salary  Schedule  shall  be  maintained  by  the  following 
criteria: 

I.  The  minimum  salary  for  Grade  Level  1 shall  be  determined  by  the 
Personnel  Board. 

II.  The  minimum  salary  for  each  grade  level  above  grade  level  2 shall 
be  an  amount  that  is  greater  than  the  minimum  salary  of  grade 
level  1 by  a factor  that  is  the  difference  between  the  number  of  the 
grade  level  and  the  number  1 multiplied  by  1.  5 plus  1. 

Example:  Grade  level  6 is  1.  75  greater  than  grade  level  1. 

Calculation:  (6-1)  x 1.5  / 1.00  “ 1.75. 

III.  "The  maximum  salary  for  any  grade  level  will  be  1.  38  times  the 
minimum  salary  for  that  level. 

IV.  There  are  20  steps  in  each  grade  level.  Each  incremental  step  is 
2%  of  the  minimum  salary  for  that  grade  level. 

V.  The  Wage  and  Salary  Schedule  will  be  stated  in  annual  dollars. 

Hourly  rates  for  those  jobs  that  are  paid  on  an  hourly  basis  will  be 
the  annual  salary  divided  by  2088  (52.2  weeks  times  40  hours)  for 
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jobs  designated  "Mechanical  and  Construction,  Conservation 
and  Cemeteries,  Custodian  and  Health"  and  will  be  the  annual 
salary  divided  by  1957.  5 (52. 2 weeks  x 37.  5 hours).

7.  Under  Section  8,  subtitled  INCREASES  WITHIN  THE  RATE  RANGES, 

delete  the  section  subtitled  and  substitute  in  its  place:  "INCREASES 

WITHIN  GRADE  LEVELS"  and  further  amending  Section  8 by  adding 
the  following: 

a.  A step  increase  in  rate  for  any  employee  who  is  above  Step  1 must 
be  recommended  by  the  employee's  department  head,  appointing 
authority  or  elected  official  and  be  approved  by  the  Personnel  Board, 
the  decision  to  grant  the  increase  shall  be  based  solely  on  the  per- 
formance of  the  employee  during  the  preceeding  12  month  period  and 
shall  not  be  based  on  length  of  service. 

b.  Any  employee  who  is  at  Step  1 will  be  advanced  to  Step  2 upon  reaching 
their  anniversary  date. 

8.  Under  Section  24,  subtitled  JOB  TITLES  AND  STANDARD  RATES  FOR 

WAGES  AND  SALARIES  OF  THE  PERSONNEL  WAGE  AND  SALARY 
BY-LAW,  by  deleting  therefrom  from  the  following  positions  under 
Library:  Line  1,  Librarian  - MLS;  Line  2,  Librarian  MLS  (Assistant); 

Line  4,  Senior  Assistant  Librarian;  Line  5,  Junior  Assistant  Librarian; 
Line  6,  Clerk;  Line  7,  Aides;  under  Recreation:  Line  2,  Director  of 

Summer  Program;  and  adding  the  following  positions:  under  Adminis-

Under  Article  2 Chairman  of  the  Personnel  Board  David  McLachlan, 
moves  to  amend  the  Personnel  Wage  and  Salary  Administration  By-Law. 

A discussion  took  place  over  the  proposed  change.  The 
Board  of  Selectmen  made  a motion  to  delete  the  section  subtitled 
SICK  LEAVE  and  the  section  subtitled  LEAVES  OF  ABSENCE.  The 
reasoning  for  this  was  that  the  Selectmen  were  presently  contemplating 
negotiations  with  a Town  Hall  employee  Union,  and  it  was  felt  by  the 
Board  that  these  changes  would  jeopardize  their  position  in 
negotiations,  not  only  with  this  union  but  possibly  other  departments 
also.  The  Board  wanted  it  to  remain  as  presently  written,  with  just 
15  sick  days.  The  Finance  Committee  supported  the  Selectmen's  motion. 
Chairman  McLachlan,  and  Personnel  Board  Member  Fabian  both  stated 
why  the  Board  wanted  the  change  in  the  by-law.  Dr.  Fabian  felt  that 
regardless  of  negotiations  those  personnel  who  are  not  union  cannot 
achieve  any  type  of  change  unless  it  is  done  through  Town  Meeting 
action.  Mr.  Erie  Poulin  questioned  the  Personnel  Board  on  why 
these  days  are  not  referred to  as  Funeral  Leave.  The  Board  explained 
that  this  is  in  addition  to  the  Funeral  Leave  which  is  presently  in 
the  By-Law. 

A voice  vote  was  taken  on  the  motion  to  amend.  The  motion  was 
defeated,  Selectmen  Murphy  questioned  the  count,  the  following  tellers 
were  appointed: 


the  results  were  105  Yes  248  No  The  motion  was  defeated. 

Mr.  Allan  T.  Galpin  moves  to  amend  Section  3 subtitled 
PERSONNEL  BOARD  by  inserting  the  following  sentence: 

"Each  Public  Member  must  be  a resident  of  the  Town  throughout 
his  term  of  appointment.  In  addition,  a Public  Member  may 
not  be  a former  employee  of  the  Town  nor  may  he  become  one 
during  the  term  of  appointment."

The  Board  of  Selectmen  along  with  the  Finance  Committee 
supported  the  article.  A voice  vote  was  taken  on  article  2 as 
presented  by  the  Personnel  Board,  It  was  so  voted: 

Article  2 as  presented  by  the  Personnal  Board: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Personnel,  Wage,  and 
Salary  administration  by-law  as  follows: 

1.  Under  Section  3,  subtitled  PERSONNEL  BOARD,  delete  the  first 
paragraph  and  subtitute  the  following  in  its  place: 

This  plan  shall  be  administered  by  a Personnel  Board,  consisting 

of  three  members,  two  of  whom  shall  be  known  as  Public  Members 

and  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Town  Moderator.  Each  Public 

Member  shall  be  appointed  for  two  years,  one  in  odd  number 

years  and  the  other  in  even  number  years.  Each  term  shall  expire  at 

the  end  of  the  appropriate  fiscal  year.  The  Town  Moderator 

shall  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  either  Public  Member  who 

resigns  his  appointment. 

The  third  member,  to  be  known  as  the  personnel  Member,  shall  be 
elected  by  the  town  employees  who  are  subject  to  this  by-law. 

The  term  of  office  shall  be  for  two  years  and  shall  expire  on 
July  1,  of  each  odd  numbered  year.  The  election  of  the  Personnel 
Member  shall  be  secret  and  be  supervised  by  a board  of  three 
election  officers  appointed  by  the  Town  Moderator.  The  election 
shall  be  held  in  June  to  be  effective  on  July  1,  Special 
elections  shall  be  held  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  the  Personnel 
Member  who  resigns  before  the  term  has  expired. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  each  fiscal  year  at  which  all  Personnel 
Board  Members  are  present,  a chairman  of  the  Personnel  Board 
shall  be  elected  by  a majority  vote. 

2.  Under  Section  12,  subtitled  GRIEVANCE  PROCEDURE,  delete  the 
entire  section  and  substitute  the  following  in  its  pi Ace: 

Any  dispute  between  an  employee  and  his  supervisor,  other  than 
salary,  shall  first  be  discussed  with  his  supervisor.  If  a 
conference  between  the  employee  and  his  immediate  supervisor 
fails  to  clear  up  any  question  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
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employee,  he  may  refer  the  matter  in  writing  to  the 

appointing  authority.  If  two  weeks  have  elapsed  since  the  submission 
of  the  matter  in  writing  tothe  appointing  authority  and  the 
dispute  is  still  unresolved,  either  party  may  appeal  to  the 
Personnel  Board.  This  Board  shall  take  the  question  under 
advisement,  collecting  such  facts  relating  thereto  as  it  may 
deem  helpful,  and  it  may,  in  its  discretion,  hold  private  or 
public  hearings  with  respect  to  such  question.  Not  later 
that  thirty  days  after  receipt  of  written  submission  of  the  matter 
to  it,  the  Personnel  Board  shall  render  its  decision  and  here- 
after take  promptly  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  and 
authorized  hereunder  relative  to  the  dispute. 

3.  Under  Section  14,  subtitled  VACATIONS,  delete  from  the  first 
sentence  of  subparagraph  A the  words  "On  July  1st  of  each  year" 

4.  Under  Section  16,  subtitled  SICK  LEAVE,  delete  paragraph  (a) 
and  substitute  in  its  place: 

All  permanent  employees  of  the  Town  regardless  of  their  length  of 
service  will  earn  twelve  (12)  days  sick  leave  per  year.  At  the 
end  of  the  calendar  year,  each  employee  may  carry  over  any  unused 
sick  leave  balance  so  that  120  days  may  be  accrued. 

5.  Under  Section  17,  subtitled  LEAVES  OF  ABSENCE,  add  paragraph 
c.  as  follows: 

All  permanent,  full-time  employees  are  limited  to  three  days 
leave  with  pay  for  personal  reasons.  Personal  reasons  may 
include  business,  legal,  religious  or  other  matters  not  covered 
elsewhere  by  the  leave  provisions  of  these  by-laws.  Personal 
leave  will  be  granted  for  the  remedy  of  problems  which  cannot 
be  conveniently  resolved  at  times  other  than  during  the  customary 
work  day.  Specific  personal  reasons  need  not  be  given  to 
supervisors  but,  except  in  cases  of  emergency  when  oral  requests 
may  be  granted,  requests  for  personal  leave  should  be  given 
in  writing  to  supervisors  at  least  48  hours  prior  to  the  time 
the  leave  is  to  begin.  Unused  personal  days  will  be  added  to 
sick  days  for  accrual  purposes. 

6.  Under  Section  6,  subtitled  CLASSIFICATION  OF  PRESENT  TOWN 
EMPLOYEES,  add  paragraphs  e,f,  and  g,  as  follows: 

e.  Jobs  shall  be  classified  by  the  Personnel  Board  to  Grade  levels 
based  on  the  extent  of  personnel  and  budgeting  responsibilities 
and  necessary  skills,  training  and  experience  to  perform  the  job 
as  compared  to  other  Town  positions  and  the  provisions  of 
Section  10  of  this  by-law. 

f.  The  Wage  and  Salary  Schedule  shall  be  maintained  by  the  following 
criteria : 

I.  The  minimum  salary  for  Grade  Level  1 shall  be  determined 
by  the  Personnel  Board. 

II.  The  minimum  salary  for  each  grade  level  above  grade  level  1 
shall  be  an  amount  that  is  greater  than  the  minimum  salary 
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of  grade  level  1 by  a factor  that  is  the  difference 
between  the  number  of  the  grade  level  and  the  number 
1 multiplied  by  .15  plus  1.  Example:  Grade  level  6 is 

1.75  greater  than  grade  level  1.  Calcul ation : (6-1) 
x .15  / 1.00  = 1.75. 

III.  The  maximum  salary  for  any  grade  level  will  be  1.38  times 
the  minimum  salary  for  that  level. 

IV.  There  are  20  steps  in  each  grade  level.  Each  incremental 
step  is  2%  of  the  minimum  salary  for  that  grade  level. 

V.  The  Wage  and  Salary  Schedule  will  be  stated  in  annual  dollars. 

VI.  Hourly  rates  for  those  jobs  that  are  paid  on  an  hourly 
basis  will  be  the  annual  salary  divided  by  2088 
(52.2  weeks  times  40  hours)  for  jobs  desinated  "Mechanical 
and  Construction,  Conservation  and  Cemeteries,  Custodian 
and  Health"  and  will  be  the  annual  salary  divided  by 
1957  .5  (52.2  weeks  x 37.5  hours),  for  jobs  designated 
as  administrative  and  clerical.

(The  Planning  Board  shall  neither 
sponsor  nor  favorably  recommend  any  rezoning  of  three  or  more  acres  to 
a commercial  district  unless  such  materials  have  been  submitted 
to  is  at  a public  hearing.)

4532.  Analysis  of  the  consequences  of  the  proposed  development, 
evaluation  the  following  impacts  at  a level  of  detail  appropriate 
to  the  scale  of  development  proposed,  and  using  analysis  materials 
provided  by  the  Planning  Board; 

Natural  environment:  groundwater  and  surface  water  quality, 

groundwater  level,  stream  flows,  erosion  and  siltation,  vegitation 
removal  (especially  unusual  species  and  mature  trees),  and 
wildlife  habitats. 

Public  Services:  traffic  safety  and  congestion,  need  for  water 

system  improvements,  need  for  public  sewerage. 

Economics:  anticipated  market  area,  complementarity  with  or 

duplication  of  existing  services,  amount  and  types  of  employment, 
labor  force  area. 
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Visual  environment:  visibility  of  buildings  and  parking,  visual

"4540  Decision  Criteria

(e)  Sign  materials,  form,  colors,  and  lettering  shall  be 
reflective  of  the  character  of  the  building  to  which  the 
sign  relates. 

(f)  Clutter  should  be  avoided  by  not  using  support 
brackets  extending  above  the  sign  or  guy  wires  and  turn- 
buckles  . 


Content 


(a)  Signs  should  not  display  brand-names,  symbols,  or 
slogans  of  nationally-distributed  products  except  in 
cases  where  the  majority  of  the  floor  or  lot  area  on  the 
premises  is  devoted  to  manufacture,  sale,  or  other  pro- 
cessing of  that  specific  product. 

(b)  Premises  chiefly  identified  by  a product  brand-name 
(such  as  a gasoline  or  auto  brand)  should  devote  some 
part  of  their  permitted  sign  area  to  also  displaying  the 
identity  of  the  local  outlet. 

(c)  Signs  should  not  contain  selling  slogans,  product 
descriptions,  help  wanted  notices,  or  other  advertising 
which  is  not  an  integral  part  of  the  name  or  other  iden- 
tification of  the  location  or  the  enterprise. 

3370.  Sign  Advisory  Committee 

3371 . Membership.  A Sign  Advisory  Committee  of  five  ’members 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  for  three  year 
terms  (except  so  arranged  initially  that  no  more  than 
tv/p  terms  expire  each  year).

Such  notice  shall  be  in 
triplicate  and  shall  contain  the  name  and  address,  if  known,  of  the  offender,  the 
specific  offense  charged,  and  the  time  and  place  for  his  required  appearance. 

Such  notice  shall  be  signed  by  the  enforcing  person,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the 
offender  whenever  practicable  in  acknowledgment  that  such  notice  has  been  received. 
The  enforcing  person  shall,  if  possible,  deliver  to  the  offender  a copy  of  said  notice 
at  the  time  and  place  of  the  violation.  If  it  is  not  possible  to  deliver  a copy  of  said

Any  ten  qualified  voters  of  the  town  may  file  with  the  town  clerk  an  affidavit 
containing  the  name  of  the  officer  sought  to  be  recalled  and  a statement  of  the 
grounds  of  recall.  The  town  clerk  shall  forthwith  transmit  a copy  of  such 
affidavit  to  the  officer  sought  to  be  recalled  and  to  the  selectmen.  Within  five 
days  from  the  date  of  the  filing  of  the  affidavit,  the  town  clerk  shall  deliver  to  the 
ten  voters  making  such  affidavit  a sufficient  number  of  copies  of  petition  blanks 
demanding  such  recall.  The  blanks  shall  be  issued,  consecutively  numbered,  by 
the  town  clerk  with  his  signature  and  official  seal  attached  thereto,  they  shall  be 
dated  and  addressed  to  the  selectmen,  shall  contain  the  name  of  the  person  sought 
to  be  recalled,  the  grounds  of  recall  as  stated  in  the  said  affidavit,  and  the  names 
of  the  persons  to  whom  issued;  and  they  shall  demand  the  election  of  the  successor 
S to  such  office.  The  recall  petition  shall  be  returned  and  filed  with  the  town  clerk 
at  or  before  5:00  PM  of  the  thirtieth  day  after  issuance  of  the  petition.  Said 
petition  before  being  returned  and  filed  shall  be  signed  by  at  least  ten  percent  of 
registered  voters,  and  to  every  signature  shall  be  added  the  place  of  residence  of 
the  signer,  giving  the  street  and  number.  The  town  clerk  shall  deliver  the  petition 
to  the  registrars  of  voters,  and  the  registrars  shall  within  five  days  certify  thereon 
the  number  of  signatures  which  are  names  of  voters  of  the  town. 

Section  1.3-  Election  as  to  recall  and  public  hearing. 

If  the  petition  shall  be  found  certified  by  the  town  clerk  and  the  registrars  of  voters 
to  be  sufficient,  the  town  clerk  shall  allow  five  days  for  the  filing  of  legal  chal- 
lenges to  the  signatures  on  the  petition.  If  no  challenges  are  filed,  the  town  clerk 
shall  forthwith  submit  the  petition  with  his  certificate  to  the  selectmen.  The 
selectmen  shall  forthwith  give  written  notice  to  said  officer  of  the  receipt  of  said 
certificate,  and,  if  the  officer  sought  to  be  removed  does  not  resign  within  five  days, 
shall  order  an  election  to  be  held  on  a day  fixed  by  them  not  less  than  thirty  nor  more 
than  forty-five  days  after  the  date  of  the  town  clerk's  certificate  that  a sufficient 
petition  is  filed.

If  a vacancy  occurs  in  said 
office  after  a recall  election  has  been  so  ordered,  the  election  shall  nevertheless 
proceed  as  in  this  section  provided.  If  the  officer  sought  to  be  recalled  so  requests, 
the  selectmen  shall  make  provision  for  a public  hearing  on  the  matter,  said  hearing 
to  take  place  not  less  than  seven  days  prior  to  said  election. 

Section  1.4  - Officer  being  recalled  may  be  a candidate. 

Any  officer  sought  to  be  recalled  may  be  a candidate  to  succeed  himself,  and  unless 
he  requests  otherwise  in  writing,  the  town  clerk  shall  place  his  name  on  the  official 
ballot  without  nomination.  The  nomination  of  other  candidates,  the  publication  of  the 
I warrant  for  the  recall  election,  and  the  conduct  of  the  same  shall  be  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  law  relating  to  elections,  unless  otherwise  provided  in  the 
Town  By-Laws. 
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Section  1.5-  Incumbent  to  continue  duties  until  recalled. 

The  incumbent  shall  continue  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  office  until  the  recall 
election.  If  then  re-elected,  he  shall  continue  in  office  for  the  remainder  of  his 
unexpired  term,  subjec  to  recall  as  before,  except  as  provided  in  Section  1.  7. 

If  not  re-elected  in  the  recall  election,  he  shall  be  deemed  removed  upon  the 
qualification  of  his  successor,  who,  shall  hold  office  during  the  unexpired  term. 

If  the  successor  fails  to  qualify  within  five  days  after  receiving  notification  of 
his  election,  the  incumbent  shall  thereupon  be  deemed  removed  and  the  office 
vacant. 

Section  1.6-  Form  of  ballots  for  recall. 

Ballots  used  in  recall  election  shall  submit  the  following  propositions  in  the  order 
indicated : 

For  the  removal  of  (name  of  officer) 

Against  the  removal  of  (name  of  officer) 

Under  the  propositions  shall  appear  the  word  "Candidates"  and  the  direction  "Vote 
for  One"  and  beneath  this  the  names  of  candidates  nominated  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided. In  the  event  the  recall  petition  is  passed,  the  candidate  receiving  the  greate 
number  of  votes  shall  be  deemed  elected. 

Section  1.7-  Limitations  on  petitions 

No  recall  petition  shall  be  filed  against  an  officer  within  six  months  after  he  takes 
office,  nor  in  the  case  of  an  officer  subjected  to  a recall  election  and  not  removed 
thereby,  until  at  least  six  months  after  that  election. 

Section  1.  8-  Prohibition  against  appointment  of  recalled  officer. 

No  person  who  has  been  recalled  from  an  office  or  who  has  resigned  from  office 
while  recall  proceedings  were  pending  against  him  shall  be  appointed  to  the  office 
from  which  he  has  been  removed  within  one  year  after  such  removal  by  recall  or 
resignation;  or  act  in  relation  thereto.

Any  ten  qualified  voters  of  the  town  may  file  with  the  town  clerk  an  affidavit  con- 
taining the  name  of  the  officer  sought  to  be  recalled  and  a statement  of  the  grounds 
of  recall.  The  town  clerk  shall  forthwith  transmit  a copy  of  such  affidavit  to  the 
officer  sought  to  be  recalled  and  to  the  selectmen.  Within  five  days  from  the  date 
of  the  filing  of  the  affidavit,  the  town  clerk  shall  deliver  to  the  ten  voters  making 
such  affidavit  a sufficient  number  of  copies  of  petition  blanks  demanding  such  recall. 
The  blanks  shall  be  issued,  consecutively  numbered,  by  the  town  clerk  with  his  sig- 
nature and  official  seal  attached  thereto,  they  shall  be  dated  and  addressed  to  the 
selectmen,  shall  contain  the  name  of  the  person  sought  to  be  recalled,  the  grounds 
of  recall  as  stated  in  said  affidavit,  and  the  names  of  the  persons  to  whom  issued,  and 
they  shall  demand  the  election  of  the  successor  to  such  office.  The  recall  petition 
shall  be  returned  and  filed  with  the  town  clerk  at  or  before  5:00  PM  of  the  thirtieth 
day  after  issuance  of  the  petition.  Said  petition  before  being  returned  and  filed  shall 
be  signed  by  at  least  ten  percent  of  registered  voters  and  to  every  signature  shall  be 
added  the  place  of  residence  of  the  signer,  giving  the  street  and  number.  The  town 
clerk  shall  deliver  the  petition  to  the  registrars  of  voters,  and  the  registrars  shall 
within  five  days  certify  thereon  the  number  of  signatures  which  are  names  of  voters 
of  the  town. 

Section  1.  3-  Election  as  to  recall  and  public  hearing. 

If  the  petition  shall  be  found  certified  by  the  town  clerk  and  the  registrars  of  voters 
to  be  sufficient,  the  town  clerk  shall  allow  five  days  for  the  filing  of  legal  challenges 
to  the  signatures  on  the  petition.  If  no  such  challenges  are  filed,  the  town  clerk 
shall  forthwith  submit  the  petition  with  his  certificate  to  the  selectmen.

Section  1.4-  Officer  being  recalled  maybe  a candidate.

The  nomination  of  other  candidates,  the  publication  of  the 
warrant  for  the  recall  election,  and  the  conduct  of  the  same  shall  be  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  law  relating  to  elections,  unless  otherwise  provided  in  the 
Town  by-law  s. 
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Section  1.5-  Incumbent  to  continue  duties  until  recalled. 

The  incumbent  shall  continue  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  office  until  the  recall 
election.  If  then  re-elected,  he  shall  continue  in  office  for  the  remainder  of  his 
unexpired  term,  subject  to  recall  as  before,  except  as  provided  in  Section  1.  7.

Under  the  propositions  shall  appear  the  word  "Candidates"  and  the  direction  "Vote 
for  One"  and  beneath  this  the  names  of  candidates  nominated  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided. In  the  event  the  recall  petition  is  passed,  the  candidate  receiving  the 
greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  deemed  elected. 

Section  1.  7-  Limitations  on  petitions. 

No  recall  petition  shall  be  filed  against  an  officer  within  six  months  after  he  takes 
office,  nor  in  the  case  of  an  officer  subjected  to  a recall  election  and  not  removed 
thereby,  until  at  least  six  months  after  that  election. 

Section  1.  8-  Prohibition  against  appointment  of  recalled  officer. 

No  person  who  has  been  recalled  from  an  office  or  who  has  resigned  from  office 
while  recall  proceedings  were  pending  against  him  shall  be  appointed  to  the  office 
from  which  he  has  been  removed  within  one  year  after  such  removal  by  recall  or 
resignation;  or  act  in  relation  thereto.

1.  No  building  shall  be  demolished  in  whole  or  in  part  in  the  Town  of  Chelmsford 
without  a permit  from  the  Building  Inspector,  which  has  been  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen. 

2.  When  a Application  for  a permit  for  the  demolition  of  a building  in  whole  or  in 
part  is  made  to  the  Building  Inspector,  the  Applicant  shall  also  furnish  a copy  of 
the  request  to  the  Chelmsford  Historical  Commission  and  if  said  building  is  within 
the  boundaries  of  the  Chelmsford  Historic  District(s)  a copy  of  the  request  shall 
also  be  furnished  to  the  Chelmsford  Historic  District  Commission. 

3.  The  Chelmsford  Historical  Commission  shall  submit  a written  recommendation 
to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Historic  District  Commission,  if  applicable, 
within  fourteen  (14)  days  of  the  receipt  of  an  application  for  a permit  to  demolish 
any  building  in  whole  or  in  part.  The  Commission  shall  base  its  recommendation 
upon  its  review  of  the  Historical,  archeological,  architectural,  and/or  cultural 
significance  of  the  structure  involved.  If  the  Historical  Commission  does  not 
submit  a written  recommendation  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  the  Historic 
District  Commission,  when  applicable,  they  shall  be  deemed  to  have  approved  the 
application  for  the  permit. 

4.  No  permit  shall  be  issued  for  the  demolition  of  any  building  or  structure,  in 
whole  or  in  part  that  is  100  years  of  age  or  older  unless  there  is  a public  hearing 
held  thereon  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

5.  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  this  By-Law  to  the  contrary,  the  powers 
and  duties  of  the  Chelmsford  Historic  District  Commission  as  established  under 
Chapter  40C  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  as 
amended  by  the  Chelmsford  Historic  District  By-Law,  shall  not  be  amended  by 
this  By-Law. 

6.  Any  violation  of  this  Article  shall  be  punishable  by  a fine  of  two  hundred  dollars 

($200.  00); 

or  act  in  relation  thereto.

"Junk  Yard  - The  use  of  any  area  of  any  lot,  whether  inside  or 
outside  of  a building,  for  the  storage,  keepir.;?,  or  abandonment  of 
junk,  scrap,  or  discarded  materials,  or  the  dismantling,  demolition, 
or  abandonment  of  automobiles,  other  vehicles,  machinery,  or  parts 
thereof . " 

Mr.  Johnson  then  read  the  Planning  Board  Recommendation  on 
this  article: 

Based  on  its  Public  Hearing  held  on  April  18,  1979,  the 
Planning  Beard  recommends  that  Article  51  be  adopted  for  the 
following  reasons: 

This  article  corrects  two  small  mechanical  problems  in  the 
existing  zoning  bylaw.  Part  1 would  reference  an  existing  footnote 
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to  the  item  it  is  supposed  to  apply  to.  The  Footnote  says  that 
corner  lots  have  to  meet  front  yard  requirements  on  both  streets. 

The  noteshould  be  applied  to  the  "front  yard"  row  in  the  Intensity  of 
Use  Schedule,  but  isn't  because  of  a typographical  error  two  years 
ago.  This  year's  typo  caused  "label"  to  be  printed  "lavel"  in  the 
warrant,  but  the  meaning  is  clear. 

The  second  part  of  Article  51  would  resolve  an  inconsistency 
regarding  junk  autos.  Section  4170  of  the  Zoning  Bylaw  as  adopted 
In  1977  allows  two  unregistered  vehicles.  The  last  sentence  of 
the  definition  of  "Junk  Yard",  however,  would  make  even  one 
unregistered  auto  illegal.  It  reads:  VThe  keeping  of  such  articles 
including  unregistered,  inoperative  motor  vehicles,  shall  constitute 
a junk  yard  regardless  of  the  length  of  time  that  any  one  or  more 
such  remain  on  the  premises."  That  provision  was  adopted  in  1963,  and 
overlooked  in  recent  years  until  pointed  out  during  the  past  year 
by  the  Building  Inspector.  Removing  that  sentence  removes  the 
conflict,  and  leaves  Section  4170  to  deal  with  junk  cars  in  a clear  and 
direct  manner. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  this  article.

2.  When  an  application  for  a permit  for  the  demolition  of  a 
building  in  whole  or  in  part  that  is  100  yrs  of  age  or  older  is  made 
to  the  Building  Inspector,  the  Applicant  shall  also  furnish  a 
copy  of  the  request  to -the  Chelmsford  Historical  Commission  and  if 
said  building  is  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Chelmsford  Historic 
District  (s)  a copy  of  the  request  shall  also  be  furnished  to  the 
Chelmsford  Historic  District  Commission. 

3.  The  Chelmsford  Historical  Commission  shall  submit  written 
recommendations  to  the  Building  Inspector  and  the  Historic  District 
Commission,  if  applicable  within  fourteen  (14)  days  of  the  receipt 
of  an  application  for  a permit  to  demolish. any  building  in  whole  or 
in  part  that  is  100  yrs  or  older.  The  Commission  shall  base  its 
recommendation  upon  its  review  of  the  Historical,  archeological 
archetectural , and/or  cultural  significance  of  the  structure  involved. 
If  the  Historical  Commission  does  not  submit  a written  recommendation 
tothe  Building  Inspector  and  the  Historic  District  Commission,  when 
applicable  as  provided  above,  they  shall  be  deemed  to  have  approved 
the  application  for  the  permit. 


to 
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4.  No  permit  shall  be  issued  for  the  demolition  of  any  building 

or  structure,  in  whole  or  in  part  that  is  100  years  of  age  or  older 
unless  there  is  a public  hearing  held  thereon  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  The  findings  and  recommendation  of  the  Board  shall  be 
furnished  to  the  Building  Inspector  for  his  consideration. 

5.  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  This  By-Law  to  the  contrary, 
the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Chelmsford  Historic  District  Commission 
as  established  under  Chapter  40C  of  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts , as  amended  by  the  Chelmsford 
Historic  District  By-Law,  shall  not  be  amended  by  this  By-law. 

6.  Any  violation  of  this  Article  shall  be  punishable  by  a fine 
of  two  hundred  ($200.00)  Dollars, 


Richard  Lahue  of  the  Historical  Commission  explained  the  purpose 
of  this  article.  A question  was  asked  on  why  the  fine  could  not 
be  more  than  $200.00  dollars?  It  was  explained  by  Town  Counsel 
that  the  fine  of  $200.00  is  the  highest  fine  allowed  by  state 
law  for  Towns  to  charge  if  one  of  their  by-laws  is  violated.  More 
discussion  followed.  George  Ripso m moved  the  question.  A voice 
vote  was  taken  on  stopping  debate.  Motion  carried,  unanimously. 

A voice  vote  was  taken  on  the  main  motion.  Motion  Carried. 

George  Ripsom  moved  that  the  Town  vote  to  reconsider  the 
Library  Department  Budget,  this  is  pursuant  to  the  mandate  of 
Chapter  151  of  the  acts  of  1979.

Any  accessory  receptacle 
or  structure  with  holding  capacity  of  at  least  100  cubic  feet  for 
temporary  storage  or  solid  or  liquid  waste  materials,  including 
garbage,  rubbish,  junk,  discarded  bulk  items,  and  similar  waste 
items  shall  be  located  not  less  than  ten  feet  from  any  structure 
and  shall  be  screened  from  all  adjacent  premises  and  streets  from 
which  it  would  otherwise  be  visible  in  accordance  with  subsection 
3423  of  this  By-Law.  Screening  materials  will  not  be  attached 
to  any  structure. 

Henrick  Johnson  Chairman  of  the  Planning  Board  read  the  Board's 
recommendation.  Based  on  its  Public  Hearing  held  on  April  18,  1979 
the  Planning  Board  recommends  the  adoption  of  Article  54.  The 
Fire  Chief  drew  our  attention  to  a problem.  Dumpsters  are  being 
placed  right  next  to  buildings,  creating  a fire  hazard.  This 
amendment  would  require  that  Dumpsters  and  similar  trash  receptacles 
be  kept  at  least  ten  feet  away  from  buildings,  and  would  require  them 
to  be  visually  screened.

supposed  to  be  now  or  formerly  of  one  Richardson;  thence  77  degrees  W.

Excluding  and  excepting  from  this  deed  any  of  the  aforementioned  land 
that  has  heretofore  been  conveyed  by  said  Andrew  Boumil  by  deed. 

Henrick  Johnson  Chairman  of  the  Planning  Board,  read  the 
Board's  recommendation  on  this  article.  Based  on  its  review  of  the 
proposal  and  its  public  hearing  held  on  April  18,  1979  the  Planning 
Board  recommends  the  adoption  of  Article  55  because  it  would  eliminate 
a non-conforming  use,  and  there  is  no  way  in  which  this  IA  zone  could 
be  further  extended  in  a residential  zone  since  it  is  bounded  by  the 
Highway  Department  Garage  and  Water  District  Land.

Industrial  District  (IA)  to  General  Residence  (RC)  the  following  parcels 
of  land,  all  located  in  the  North  Section  of  Chelmsford  near  the 
intersection  of  Middlesex  Street  and  that  portion  of  Church  Street 
running  in  a Northeasterly  direction  from  Middlesex  Street  to  the 
B & M Railroad  tracks;  those  specific  parcels  of  land  located  at 
74  Middlesex  Street  (Town  of  Chelmsford  Assessor's  Plat  4,  lot  5) 

78  & 80  Middlesex  Street  (Town  of  Chelmsford  Assessor  Plat  4 lot  4 , ) 82  & 
84  Middl  esex  Street  (Town  of  Chelmsford  Assessor's  PlaU  4 lot  3), 

92  Middlesex  Street  (Town  of  Chelmsford  Assessor's  Plat  4 lot  2), 

94  & 96  Middlesex  Street  (Town  of  Chelmsford  Assessors  Plat  4,  lot  1), 

98  Middlesex  Street  (Town  of  Chelmsford  Assessor's  Plat  3,  lot  8A) ,

Henrick  Johnson  Chairman  of  the  Planning  Board  read  the  Board's 
recommendation  on  this  article.

A voice  vote  was  taken  on  the  article,  which  left  the  chair  in  doubt. 

A Hand  count  was  taken  on  the  article.  Yes  161  No  16  motion  carried.

NQrth  Registry  of  Deeds  in  Book  740  at  Page  382;  said  portion
